1940 only 15 persons lost their 
liv es in accidents— an extrem ely 
low toll. While the num b er of 26 
who died during August this year 
is not unusually high, Richardson 
said it shows up v ery unfav orab ly 
on a com parativ e b asis. 
“We still hav e hopes of keeping 
the year’s total fatalities under 
the 248 of last year,” Richardson 
said. “Right now the score stands 
175 killed in N eb raska this year, 
against 161 last year. We’re count­ 
ing on Nov emb er to improv e the 
record.

FRIEND in another state recently spoke of 
the sound, far-sighted economic view of Sen­ 
ator George W. Norris of Nebraska. 


Within recent day s, a Nebraskan in Washington, 
who has been devoting his energies to the location 
of defense industries and activities in this area, 
wrote to a Lincoln associate: 


“ First we have obtained a more active en­ 
thusiastic spirit of complete cooperation on the 
part of Senator Norris, who has been disappointed 
by the administration’s failure to give Nebraska 
and the Middle Western region adequate considera­ 
tion in placing and spreading defense work. Nor­ 
ris’ objection is based on the lack of social and 
economical foresight that those in charge of the 
defense program are demonstrating.’’ 


The location of defense industries has rested 
with the army . 


It has seemed that in the training of aviators 
the policy of establishing fields and training quar­ 
ters in areas supposedly favored with climatic con­ 
ditions which provide the max imum number if 
fly ing hours summer and winter is not the full 
answer. 
On the Russian front it has been estab­ 
lished in recent weeks that air training calls for 
fly ing under any conditions. 
But the efforts Sen­ 
ator Norris has been making to locate defense in­ 
dustries in the Middle West are important. That is 
where some of them belong in any permanent de­ 
fense program. 
Russia is a big country , but within 
the past fortnight Nazi advances have- threatened 
a goodly share of the industrial plants which pro­ 
vide the Russian armies with weapons and sup­ 
plies of war. 


Here in the heart of America there should be 
adequate plane factories, shell plants, tank factories, 
and establishments for the production of every 
other necessary weapon of war to insure the 
American people against disaster. 


That is the consistent fight whicl] Senator Norris 
has been making.

Public aid an d work relief costs 
in Nebraska last mon th are the 
lowest sin ce the assistan ce div ision 
began compilin g the records in 
Jan uary, 1938 , a report from Neil 
C. Van demoer, state assistan ce di­ 
rector, showed Tuesday. 
The ov erall August cost was 
$1,729 ,201 for gran ts to the aged, 
blin d, depen den t children , WPA 
work relief, CCC, FSA, coun ty di­ 
rect relief, NYA an d coun ty pen ­ 
sion programs. 
This compares 
with a peak of $2,743,29 6 estab­ 
lished in February of last year. 
Most of the reduction resulted 
from decreases in WPA an d coun ­ 
ty direct relief paymen ts. 
More Ag ed On Rolls. 
While the complete expen ditures 
for clien ts dropped, the old age 
caseload in the state con tin ued its 
upward tren d an d reached an all- 
time high of 29 ,204 person s. 
These person s durin g August 
were paid gran ts in state an d fed­ 
eral fun ds on a basis of 8 7 per 
cen t of the n eed shown , or a total
